This place is one of the oldest .set- 
tled places ill Ohiucuunty and derives 
its iiniiie from a settleiiient of the 
same name in the State ol Now York, 
wliL-re all the settlers were relaterl to 
eachotlivr. Kiiiderbook w.is first set- 
tled by the Ilarnett.s, the Bennett.s and 
the Stevens, all kin to eaehuther. 
Among its sons are some ol the fore- 
most ministers of the day, also doc- 
tors and lawyers and some very fine 
educators have been born and reared 
here. In the iiiid.st of the settlement 
is a siiiuU piece of inclosed land on 
htamls what is know as the AIexan~ 
der Schoolbouse, and near by on the 
same survey is a burying ground, for 
public use, ill whose bosoiii sleeps the 
lieroes oi three wars. In one corner, 
wliat is known as the pauper lot, sleeps 
I’eter Loyal, a soldier in the Revolu- 
tionary war. This man doubtle.ss 
obeyed the commands of the father of 
our country, yet he died a paujier, 
was buried in a pauper lot and there 
is uo jiiltuw or monument to mark 
tile spot where he rests. We would 
suggest that the G. A. K. take notice 
of this neglect and ilo something to- 
wards perpetuating his memory. 
Besides there are soldiers ol the In- 
dian war resting there, and a great 
many that were soldiers in the late 
was. 

This neighborhood is especially 
adapted to larming and within its 
liorders live some ol the prosperous 
farmers in the county, namely: S. L. 
Baird, J. H. Fatton, John C. Riley, 
V. G. and A. M. Burnett and others 
whom we will probably mention iii 
the future. Our people are genial, 
thrifty and pious. .-Lmong its inbab- 
itauts can lie louud people of nearly 
all religious denomiiiattuns— .Metho- 
dists, Fresbyterians, Baptists and 
Caplicllites.
